sevelt 
convoked his bi-partisan 


neutrality conference in the oval 
executive office of the White House 
this afternoon amid wide differ- 
ences of opinion on the 
course 


America should follow to keep out 
of the European war. 


A short time before the meeting 


began it was announced at the cap- 
itol that the senate foreign relations 
committee -would meet Friday for 
"expeditious action" on neutrality 
legislation. 


Washington—(J^—As a prelude to 


a historic congressional battle over 
American neutrality policies, presi- 
dent Roosevelt called 15 Democratic 
and Republican leaders to a White 
House conference today on repeal- 
ing the arms embargo. 


The bi-partisan meeting, set for 2 


o'clock this afternoon (C.S.T.), was 
expected to receive a presidential 
plea lor quick and united action in 
the special session of the senate and 
house -which will begin tomorrow. 


Whether Mr. Roosevelt will ask 


congress to repeal the entire neu- 
trality act instead of just the arms 
embargo section will have to await 
his message, he told reporters yes- 
terday. 


Opposition forces in the senate, 


however, served notice they plan- 
ned a determined struggle to retain 
the embargo, although they dis- 
claimed intention of filibustering.

Meanwhile, one of the conferees,

"There is a definite feeling." Lan- 


don said, '"that congress should stay 
In session. There is more confidence 
in the United judgment of the rep- 
resentatives than in ans one man's 
opinion. So much depends on the 
slender thread of incidents that we 
•want congress to stay in session." 


The 1936 Republican presidential 


nominee also declared that senti- 
ment in the middle west, and as dis- 
closed in mail he has received, ap- 
peared to be "very strong" for an

"We have crises in human his- 


tory, like the present one, because 
some one who is responsible has 
faded to understand the value of 
human life," Father Schwitalla de- 
clared. "It is only when we see 
mankind with the eyes of Christ 
that we shall be able to avoid these 
terrible catastrophes.'' 


The distinguished educator and 


sicentist praised the intensity, sin- 
cerity and earnestness of purpose 
which lay behind the Lawrence col- 
lege 
curriculum, 
a curriculum 


which emphasizes human interest 
he said. He delighted the members 
of his audience by calling them 
"fellow students of Lawrence col- 
lege"" after he received his honorary 
degree.

Tn answer to critics of modern

Father Schwitalla declared that 
many faculty members could not 
Foell simple words either, and that 
the important thing in education 
was that the student should come 
to understand human nature bet- 
ter, learn to evaluate it and trans- 
mute those things which he has 
learned to value m human nature 
to himself.

'Socialized Pharmacy' 


Rapped at Convention 


Milwaukee —CO— Jennings Mur- 


phy, of Milwaukee, executive sec- 
retary of the Wisconsin Pharma- 
ceutical association, declared today 
that "socialized pharmacy," where"- 
m government might regulate fill- 
ing of prescriptions for persons of 
low income, would work to the de- 
triment of both the patient and the 
druggist. 


In a report to the association's 


convention. Murphy said that where 
forms of state medicine have been 
adopted, there is a tendency to lim- 
it the amount and type of medicines 
which may be administered, by set- 
ting maximum costs on prescrip- 
tions. 


This had the effect, he continued, 


of making it difficult and at times 
impossible to prescribe the more 
expensive and sometimes necessary 
drugs for the best treatment. It also 
cut into the pharmacist's legiti- 
mate expectation of business, Mur- 
phy said. 


Ottawa— (Canadian Press)-<:an- 


ada summoned trained fliers today 
for immediate overseas duty and 
launched organization of a volun- 
teer expeditionary force of 32,000 
men to be available in event they 
were needed in the European war. 


At the same time the government

are held without charges, the lone 
occupants of the Jasper county jail 
here. 


The prosecutor said the statements 


were obtained early this morning 
after Mrs. Ramey and Kibler, ap- 
prehended at their home six miles 
northwest of Newton late yester- 
day, had been questioned all night 


Young Ramey was found dead in 


a diplapidated 
cabin—his birth- 


place—near their home Friday af- 
ternoon by a searching party or- 
ganized after he had not returned 
to his home from squirrel hunting. 
He had been killed by a charge 
of a shotgun in-the back of the 
head.

was passed by the assembly today, 
65 to 6, and sent to the senate. 


The reduction -would be accom- 


plished by extending the amortiz- 
ation period from 1961 to 1991. The 
state also would take over $450,000 
of pension funds 
-which teachers 


have forfeited and apply the mon- 
ey to its debt to the

Under another change any teach- 


ers who stopped contributing to the 
fund would forfeit her proportion- 
ate share of state contributions un- 
less she had taught for 11 years as 
a senior teacher.

The only effec- 
tive way to handle disposal prob- 
lems is in this manner, Steidl said. 
Bids should be advertised for and 
the cost considered when the budget 
is set in November, he said. Alder- 


man Otto Ludke supported Steidl's 
suggestions.

totalitarian states when he said at Danzig 
yesterday: 


"The powers say they have lost con- 


fidence in the words of German states- 
men. 
They are correct, because their 


word was also broken when given 
to German statesmen." 
The statement is remarkable in that 


it is a direct admission that German 
statesmen have been falsifiers. Perhaps 
the world would be the great gainer if 
those who rule nations and have falsi- 
fied as has Herr Hitler made a similar 
admission. 


Taking this outburst of the Fuehrer in 


connection with. Goering's promise to the 
German workers that their government 
-would tell them the truth, we may be run- 
' ning across a distinction between the two 


forms of government upon which 
we 


•should fix our attention, irrespective of 
the fact that we are not willing to accept 
Goering's word at par by any means. 


Por in democracies, particularly when 


they are on the downward path, the rulers 


• make a habit of fooling their people. They 


promise them almost anything like a 
nervous parent trying to get Willy to bed 
and stop him from squalling. They break 
their words with, reckless abandon. Yet 
these same leaders in democratic coun- 
iries generally make a practice of keeping 
their word when given to another nation. 


It is apparent that the German con- 


ception of »this situation is that if the truth 
is told to anyone it should be to one's 
own people and that broken promises 
should be reserved for aliens. 


At any angle one- looks at a ruler 


breaking Ms solemn word, whether to his 
own, people or to aliens, the picture is not 
attractive. 


Would it not make a profound differ- 


ence in the world today if all the great 
nations were ruled by men whose words 
were worth something?

THE STANDARD OF SOME EUROPEAN 


DEMOCRACIES 


It is quite an error to conclude that all 


those nations that call themselves democ- 
racies are on a par either in their thinking 
processes or the brand of justice in which 
they deal with America or Britain. 


The law of the wolf pack has been 


almost an invariable rule upon the con- 
tinent of Europe except in a few spots 
such as Scandinavia, Switzerland, Holland 
and Belgium. 


In 1919 the republics of Czechoslovakia 


and Poland were created. The Czechs, we 
are told, followed closely the American 
pattern. That is an appreciated compli- 
ment. Bat these republics had not ex- 
isted very long when the Soviets made up 
their minds that it was time to erase Pol- 
and and the Red army invaded the young 
republic. Russia was fortunate in the first 
battles of that war. It plunged on to the 
outskirts of Warsaw when the Polish le- 
gions turned upon it and scattered it to 
the winds. 


But what were the Czechs doing while 


Poland was fighting for its life? 
They 


were actually invading part of it. That 
was when they took over the district 
called Teschen. The Czechs were candid 
about the whole affair. 
They said that 


their attack upon Poland was based eco- 
nomically upon the dependence of their 
industry upon Teschen coal mines and the 
necessity of their country being indepen- 
dent of variable political currents in 
Poland. 


That sounds very Hitlerhke. In fact it 


is the exact idea that was embodied in 
Hitler's later destruction of Czechoslovak- 
ia as a really independent nation. The 
Czechs needed Teschen, so they took it. 
Hitler needed Bohemia, so he took it. 


Poland's conduct in the affair is also 


typical of so much of the European con- 
tinent. It did not immediately attack the 
Czechs although it protested loudly. The 
Poles knew the road would turn some 
day. 
They were weak from then- suc- 


cessful struggle against the Soviets. They 
would bide then- time. The time came 
a year ago when the Czechs had then- 
hands full with the Sudetenland ques- 
tion. Then the Poles struck and took the 
Teschen district back into their fold. 


Not so many years ago Poland, a re- 


public, attacked Lithuania, another re- 
public, and took away from it the city of 
Vilna. Now Lithuania, still a republic, 
finding Poland on its back, has grabbed 
Vilna back. 


These are old European customs, per- 


fect parallels with the rule of the wolf 
pack. 


Lame or cripple one wolf in the pack, 


and watch what the others do to him!

Joyce, who discovered by reading library 
books in the prison how the poison could 
be secured in minute doses and saved up 
as against the tune when it might be em- 
ployed to paralyze the nerves of the 
guards. Joyce gave out no interviews. It 
wasn't necessary. But he, no doubt, was 
stirred by highly patriotic purposes. He 
probably held the opinion that the Irish 
Republican Army needed help hi tearing 
Ulster away from English hands. And 
what nobler thing could a man do than 
fighting terrific odds for the Ould Sod? 


Since none of the guards died and all 


of the would be breakers had a perfect 
defense in the American right to do any- 
thing you please so long as your purpose 
is good, the only punishment meted out 
was a few days in solitary confinement. 
Even this seems inconsistent with national 
ideals. 


Haven't we yet learned that however 


disastrous the results are and whatever 
mean methods are employed, nothing 
should be done about it so long as the pur- 
poses are high?

New York—To rise above principle for the moment and consider the 


problem from the standpoint of self-interest it would appear, from the 
preaching and writing of those who profess to know most, that this nation 
is doomed to some melancholy fate whether or not we revise our present 
neutrality and whether or not we permit ourselves to be drawn into the 
war on the side of those who represent, in a general 
way, the American sentiments. 
I will take first the proposition of those who think 


we should, as a starter, help the allies by selling 
them anything they can pay for, failing which they 
will surely be licked. It is admitted that even if we 
should adopt this kind of neutrality they might be 
licked, anyway, and it is argued, and plausibly, I 
think, that should they lose this war, with or without 
our help, the enemy would begin to crowd us from 
both sides.

germs by the brown and red bolsheviks of Germany and Russia. 


He seems to ignore also the process of political nibbling by which Hit-

These groups 
duplicate, with variations too trivial 
to mention, the political well-poi- 
soners who .performed Hitler's pre- 
liminary work in the three Chris- 
tian nations which already have 
fallen under his dictatorship.

ah's argument is that the whole for* 
eign policy of the United States 
must be determined now once and 
for all by the vote in Congress on 
repealing or modifying the embargo 
on arms. Mr. Borah insists that Con- 
gress must proclaim to the world 
that the vote on the embargo is to 
decide finally whether we remain 
totally detached from the war or 
participate totally as a combatant 
Though no responsible person has 
raised the question of entering the 
war, Senator Borah insists that this 
is the question which must'now be 
decided. 
This is a very dangerous way to 


present the specific question which 
Congress is called upon to decide. If 
Senator Borah succeeds in making 
11 appear that the country is choos- 
ing between war and peace, he will 
nave made it very much more dif- 
ficult for the country to remain at 
peace. Whatever the outcome of the 
vote in Congress, the difficulty of 
maintaining American 
neutrality 
will have been greatly increased. If 
the embargo is lifted, it will be un- 
derstood on the authority of Senator 
Borah that the United States has 
decided to participate; we shall 
have made ourselves morally liable 
to reprisals. If," on the other hand, 
the embargo is retained, it will be 
understood on the authority of Sen- 
ator Borah that we have decided 
for non-resistance, and that any 
belligerent in Europe or Asia, In 
the Pacific or the Atlantic, may 
with impunity do what he chooses; 
we shall have invited the warring 
nations to disregard our interests 
and our rights.

Senator Borah's Speech 


World War is that it Is not propa- 
ganda, and not sentiment, and not 
having an embargo or failing to 
have an embargo, which determines 
whether a neutral becomes involved 
in a great war. What drags a neutral 
into a war is weakness, the incapac- 
ity to make itself sufficiently feared 
and respected by nations that are 
desperately at war. 


That is what got us into the Na- 


poleonic wars, though we had had 
Jefferson's embargo. We were a 
small nation without sea power and 
it seemed as if our rights could be 
disregarded with impunity. And 
weakness, I am firmly convinced, is 
what got us into the World War; 
our failure to arm, and the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1916, in -which 
both parties solemnly swore to stay 
out of war, convinced Admiral Von 
Tirpitz and General 
Ludendorff 


that we would not fight, and in any 
event were so unprepared that we 
could not fight, if they torpedoed 
our ships without warning. 
Tends to Aggravate 
Risks of Entanglement 


For this reason I believe that the 


character of Senator Borah's argu- 
ment tends to aggravate rather 
than to diminish the risks of en- 
tanglement in the world war. In 
America his speeches, and a speech 
like that of Colonel Lindbergh's, 
will be taken as the fervent pleas 
of sincere men seeking only to 
protect their countrymen against 
the horrors of a foreign war. But 
those same speeches 
have been 


heard in every capital 
of the 


world, and there they will be as-1 
sessed quite differently. They will 


no circumstances to resent injuries 
and resist wrong. 


In so far as Europe and Asia are 


led to believe that our neutrality 
is non-resistant, we shall be invit- 
ing injuries that in the end we shall 
resent. We shall have given out 
the impression that our neutrality 
is based not on strength" and a clear 
conviction of our interests but up- 
on weakness and fear;and confu- 
sion of mind. That impression will 
have greater 
practical 
conse- 


quences than anything we do or do 
not do about the embargo on arms. 
If we give the impression that we 
can be imposed upon, surely in this 
desperate war we shall be imposed 
upon. If we give the impression 
that we can be intimidated, surely 
we shall be confronted with more 
and more intimidation. If we give 
the impression that we do not trust 
ourselves to sell arms because we 
are so feeble and so corrupt that 
our people -would then be unable to 
decide any other great question on 
its merits, we shall be treated as a 
decadent democracy that strong 
nations may safely disregard. 
Must Impress 
Rest of World 


And then, it will surely turn out 
that the impression was mislead- 
ing, that Americans will not be 
imposed upon, will not be intimi- 
dated, are not corrupt and are not 
decadent. "We shall have given the 
warring nations what looked like 
a free hand to disregard us, and 
when they have disregarded and 


provoked us sufficiently, the fat 
will be in the fire. 


That is why the only safe course 


is tft maintain a strong neutrality, 
intended to impress the rest of the 
world with our resolution and our 
strength rather 
than with our 
weakness and our fear. That is the 
only kind of neutrality which will 
be respected sufficiently to permit 
us to stay out of the war. There is 
little mercy in the world today for 
the weak, and there is no safety for 
the defenseless, and no peace for 
the irresolute. If this country is to 
pass through the ordeal of the 
years to come having preserved its 
security and its self-respect and its 
honor, it must begin by putting 
the world on notice that it is un- 
afraid, that it is invincibly strong, 
that it is united and that it is ma- 
ture, that it knows its interests and 
is capable of defending them. 


Only in that spirit of confident 


self-reliance shall we be able to 
preserve the lives of our people, 
their fortunes, their peace, and the 
liberties that they cherisli.

Assuming that the snow 
fences will then be good for the 
next 25 years, and assuming a cost 
of $10 per mile for maintenance, a 
large saving is effected.

Five years ago Nick Paltzer and 


his son, Robert, town of Grand 
Chute farmers, became interested 
in hybrid corn and because of that 
interest this year they will harvest 
a yield of approximately 50 bush- 
els to the acre. 


To properly handle the yield, the 


Paltzers have erected a building 
and installed elaborate seed drying 
and handling machinery. The con- 
crete block building measures 26 
feet by 56 feet and is 12 feet high. 


Inside are five drying bins built 


in a unit from a fir floor, each 10 
feet high, 5 feet wide and 10 feet 
deep and holding about 150 bushels 
of husked corn. Heat coming from 
a large oil burning furnace dries 


the corn which then is shelled and 
graded by electrically driven ma- 
chinery and prepared for market. 


When the Paltzers 
became in- 


terested in corn, they studied all 
the information they could find on 
corn and made field trips to learn 
more. Their most conclusive test in 
favor of planting hybrid corn was 
made last year when they planted 
the best available regular corn next 
to hybrid corn in the same field. 
Just before harvest time, the field 
was whipped by a severe storm and 
the hybrid corn showed its superi- 
ority by standing erect while the

Survey Shows European Com 


Borer in Outagamie County 


Outagamie is one of seven more 


Wisconsin counties into which the 
European corn borer had moved 
making a total of 22 counties in the 
state now infested with the pest, the 
state department of agriculture re- 
ported today. 


Pressing westward from eastern 


lakeshore counties in which 
its 


presence first was detected in 1931, 
the corn borer was found this year 
for the first time in Oconto, Shaw- 
ano, Waupaca, Outagamie, Green 
-^ake, Dodge and Jefferson counties. 


Surveys made in an effort to find 


the westernmost edge of the infes- 
tations revealed that the borer has 
not yet established itself in Lang- 
lade, Waushara, Columbia, 
and 


counties. 


Corn borer scouts who conducted 


the survey as a part of their work 
with the plant industry division of 
t .e state department of agriculture 
inspected 723 corn fields, or a total 
of 4,777 acres in 26 counties. 
The 


borers were found in 182 townships 
in 22 counties. In these counties 226 
fields, or 1,660 acres, were found to 
be infested, while 373 fields com- 
prising 2,181 acres were free of the 
borer. 


The corn borer now has been 


found two or more years in Door, 
Brown, Kewaunee, Manitowoc, She- 
boygan, Ozaukee. Milwaukee, Ra- 
cme. Kenosha, Waukesha, Wash- 
ington, Fond du Lac, 
Calumet, 


Winnebago, and Marinette counties.

in—Babylon's Marduk 


When the art of writing was 


young in the land which contained 
Babylon, there was a strange cus- 
tom. Each city seems to have tak- 
en a special god as its own. Pre- 
sent-day 
people 
speak of those 


olden deities as "pagan gods." 


Ancient picture of Mardnk. 


There came battles between the 


cities, and it was supposed that 
the soldiers were helped by the 
special gods of their cities. It was 
believed that the finish of the bat- 
tle showed which was greater. The 
captured city was forced to bow 
before the god of the conqueror. 


We may trace such stories in 


olden writings found in the ruins 
of Babylon. Take the city of Nip- 
pur, for instance. Its special deity 
was "Knli'l, the storm-god. People 
often called Nippur "the Place of 
Enlil." A song which was sung ia 
the city spoke of Enlil as "the lord 
of lands" and "the guide of his 
people." 


Another god in Nippur way Nin- 


ib, and he appears to have held 
first place before the city was con- 
quered. 


For a long time, the city of Kish 


had a chief deity named Zamama. 
This deity had to give way later 
to Shamash. the sun-god. 


Among all the gods and god- 


desses of the country, the special 
god of' Babylon came to be first 
He was known commonly as Mar- 
duk. but sometimes was called Bel 
or Merodach. The latter names for 
him 
are 
used in an account of 


Babvlon which appears in the 
Bible. 
i 
Marduk rose to his high place 


after Babylon won power- over a 
number of cities in and near the 
valley of the Euphrates river. 
Among these cities were TJr, Kish. 
Lasash. Sippar and Nippur. 


The 'songs written about him 


show that he was thought to bs 
greater than Enlil or Sharnash. 
Here is the "meaning of one of the 
sonss: 
"You are the strong Mardnk. the 


mi?hty lord of gods. The other 
.ffods bow before yon. Ton are the 
founder of cities, and you open 
fountains. Ton look on the homes 
of the wicked, and take away their 
power. Ton are above the great Ea, 
your father." 


Another song had this meaning: 
"I pay honor to your name, oh 


Marduk, the strong one, of the gods. 
You are all-wise and •perf ect in 
strength. You are the high ruler. 
and you hold the star-filled heav- 
ens in your grasp." 
Belief in Marduk as the greatest 


of the gods lasted most of the 
time for 2.500 years. Yet in that 
rime there came a rival, -who for a 
time, took first place. The rival's 
name was Ashur, and we shall 
sneak of him on a later day.
